In Fevers, though they 
lie many days without eating any, thing, *tis 
the ſame thing; I never ſaw any one ftarved 
to death in a Fever, but rather upon eating 
and drinking the Fever would be exaſperated, 
For in taking of Food, the Appetite preſcribes 
the Rule, the Quantity, the Quality, and the 
Time. 

Art; 24. Vomits in almoſt all Fevers are of 
advantage in the beginning. Even Nature herſelf 
teaches us the uſe of Sudorificks; they are moſt 
beneficial, when the ſigns of Concoction appear, 
and they are alſo uſeful through the whole Courſe 
of the Diſtemper, yea, even by the promiſcuous 
uſe of them Fevers are often cured. Spirit of 
Sal Armoniac, or its volatile Salt is eſteemed an 
univerſal Febrifuge, which being given pretty WM 
often, ſeldom fails of Succeſs. All ſugared 
things are very hurtful in Fevers. Hippocrates i 
allows of Wine in all Fevers. I have always 8 
obſerved, that as long as the Urine is crude, 
ſo long the Condition of the Patient is in an 
ambiguous State: But when the ſigns of Dige- 8 
ſtion appear, they preſage a happy Event. The Þ 
Buſineſs of Digeſtion or Concottion is ſolely the i 
Work of Nature. Amongſt the Symptoms that 
are mortal, none is more certainly fo, than a 
frequent lifting up of the Hands to the Noſtrils, 5 
when there is no diſcharge of Matter to occa- ll 
ſion it.

Vomits in the ver 
beginning of the Diſtemper are above all things 
exceedingly proper, but then they ſhould be ad- 
miniſtred before any cutaneous Eruption is thrown 
out, otherwiſe the Opportunity 1s loſt ; and af- 
terwards the Cure is to be endeavoured by Dia- 
phoreticks. For Sweating (Nature itſelf teaching 
us ſo much) frequently carries off the Cauſe and 
Fewel of the Diſtemper. Sudorificks are called 
Bezoardick or Alexipharmick Medicines. And the 
greater the Malignity is, the more Sudorificks 
are to be employed; regard being always had to 
the Nature of the Diſtemper and its Diverſity, 
and the Strength of the Patient. Sudorificks are 
to be adminiſtred, at leaſt, three times in twenty- 
four Hoursz Analepticks and moderate Acids are 
to be uſed in the intermediate times; amongſtwhich 
Spiritus Nitri Dulcis is very good, (alſo Tind, 
Croci cum Spir.

From my own Obſervation and Reading. 
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Dong: Art. 102. The Coldneſs and Shiverings, which 
are uſually felt in the beginning of Fevers, att 
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Heart, the circulating Fluids almoſt ſtagnating in 
the extreme Parts; from whence ariſe Polypoſe 
Concretions in the larger Veſſels, if the Coldnefs 
remains long, and ſometimes even ſudden Death 
enſues 3 and therefore the greater and longer 
ſuch Coldneſs is, the more dangerous is the Fe- 
ver. The Plague begins commonly with the 
moſt exceſſive Coldneſs. This Symptom of Fe- 
vers is beſt relieved by drinking Water and Wine, 


| wherein a little Nitre is diſſolved, alſo the De- 
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cotum Coccineum, gentle Friction, &c. (45.) 

Art. 103. A moſt intenſe Heat in Fevers, as 
if the Body was all on fire, with a great and ſtrong 
Pulſe, almoſt always requires Bleeding. A lenient 
Clyſter may alſo be uſeful to mitigate ſuch an 
exceſſive Heat. Alſo in caſe of ſuch a vehement 
Ebullition of theBlood, cauſing ſuch fiery Heats, 
cooling Juleps, Emulſions, and acidulated De- 
coctions may ſerve for the purpoſe of refrigera- 
ting the Body. But great Care 1s to be taken leſt 
by cooling too much, the Spirits ſhould receive a 
ſudden Damp, and by that means be deprived of 
their elaſtick Faculty, whereby the Burning Fe- 
ver might unawares be changed into a Malignant. 
(Art. 67.) 

Art. 104. A Fever is called by the Name Li- 
Hyria, when the internal Parts are in a burning 
Heat, whilſt the external are cold at leaſt in the 
Opinion of the ſick Perſon; this Symptom ariſes 
from an Inflammation of ſome one of the Viſcera, 
which is exceedingly ſenſible, The ſick Perſon has 
1 Senſe of Coldneſs in this caſe, and calls for 
Clothes to cover himſelf ſtill warmer, when to 
the Phyſician he does not really feel ſo. This 
Fever is exceedingly acute, and commonly termi- 
nates in three or four Days ; few eſcape out of

A Doſe of Diacodium 
may be given every Day in the Evening; Linc- 
tus's and pectoral Apozems are requiſite to mo- 
derate the Cough. Bur, if after the going off 
of the Meaſles, either through a too hot Regi- 
men having been uſed, or otherwiſe, a Fever, 
Difficulty of Breathing, or any other violent

Symptoms accompany the Plague, ſome of which 
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by the peſtilent Venom, can neither digeſt and 
rarify, nor moderate and ſufficiently diſpel thoſe 
noxious Humours, which for that reaſon pu- 
trefy, and acquire a preternatural Heat, and ſo 
excite a Fever; which for the reaſon given is a 
Conſequent of the Diſtemper, and is different and 
diſtinguiſhable from the Plague, and is only a 
Symptom of it. This is a thing confirmed by 
the Maxims and Authority of the Ancients and 
Moderns, as well as by the obvious Example 
of daily Practice. 

Art. 170. A great many horrid and grievous

There is not in Nature a better Corrective of 
peſtilential Air than Fire, as much Experience 
hath taught us. Hippocrates with Fire ſubducd 
and extinguiſhed that famous Plague that came 
into Greece from #thiopia : for he had comman- 
ded Jarge bright Fires to be kindled chiefly in the 
Night-ſeaſon throughout the whole City, to purge 
away the Pollutions of the Air. Fires made with 
Juniper or Aſh-wood, 'tis believ'd, are very cf. 
ficacious to amend the infectious Qualiti-s of the 
Air. The burning of Brim/tone and the Exploſion 
af Gunpswaer purify the Air, and deſtroy its cot.

Wine, About ten a clock, if I had the time, I 
ſmoaked a Pipe of Tobacco, and two or three 


| after Dinner, and as many after Supper; and in 


the Afternoon I uſed to take two or three more. 
At any time of the Day, if I perceived my felt 
to be indiſpoſed with the Smell of the ſick 
People, I preſently left all Buſineſs, and had 
recourſe to my Tobacco: For, to ſpeak the 
truth, I always look'd upon Tobacco as the 
principal Preſervative; and that in reality it is 
lo, I am throughly convinced both by Reaſon 
and Experience ; nor do I believe, that there 
& as yet any thing better found out for ordi- 
nary 
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nary uſe : But then it muſt be noted, that /moak- 
ing Tobacco will not be of ſervice to thoſe, why 
were accuſtomed to it in former time. Where. 
fore Tobacco alone contented me for mine own 
uſe, I uſed no other Suffumigations ; and after- 
wards, when the Diſtemper was over, I left off 
ſmoaking again. 

Art. 177. All the Phy ſicians have always been 
under grievous miſtakes about the Cure of the 
Plague, for as much as they have been ever 
heſitating about the Cauſe of it, and about the 
Remedies, they would make uſe of: For the 
true Cauſe of it is yet unknown, and a proper 
Remedy has not been diſcovered for ſo great an 
Evil. hen Perſons are actually infected with 
the Plague, they ought moſt religiouſly to ab- 
ſtain from Phlebotomy; purging Medicines and 
LVomits are allo cqually to be avoided. Coſtive- 
neſs is not to be feared, tho' it continues a 
long time, in as much as we have not obſerved 
it to have been prejudicial to any. In the very 
beginning of the Diſtemper we muſt have re- 
courſe ro Antidytes and Sudorificks ; and theſe 
Remedies, otherwiſe called Alexipharmicks, are 
manifold and various, which are mixed and 
compounded with great Variety according to 
the Nature of the Diſtemper itſelf and other 
Circumſtances, which are left to the Judgment 
of the Phyſician, and cannot be determined by 
certain Rules.

Bleeding largely and a Repetition of it ſeveral 
times, when there has been no Tumor in the Caſe, 
has not proved ſo to any one (that I know;) but 
if there be the Appearance of any Tumor, Phle- 
botomy 1s always highly prejudicial : the Reaſon 
is plain, namely, becauſe it is oppoſite to the 
Motion and Intention of Nature. A great many 
of the moſt grave and celebrated Writers ap- 
prove of Venæſection, eſpecially Botallus; but 
very few of *em admit of ſuch large Bleedings. 
There is therefore another Method of Cure, to 
wit, let the Patient be bleoded in the Bed, and 
let him preſently be covered head and all with 
abundance of Clothes, ſo that he may be forced 
into a Sweat merely by the load of 'em; and 
When the Sweat begins to flow, the Purgings 
and Vomitings will ceaſe of their own accord,

And the Sweating is to be continued with all 
poſſible art for twenty-four Hours, nor is the 
Shirt to be changed ſooner, though never ſo 
wet : But if the Sweating is broke off ſooner, 
preſently the Severity of the Symptoms returns, 
and all things grow worſe. The next Morning 
I commonly give the uſual Cathartick ; and by 
this Method I reſtored to Health a great many 
ſeized with a Peſtilential Fever, the Year after 
the Plague, ſo that I did not loſe one of that 
Diſtemper after I began to uſe that Practice. 
Wine too liberally drank, and other ſtrong Pre- 
ſervatives taken daily at ſet Hours, threw a great 
many into this Diſtemper, who otherwiſe very 
likely might have continued ſafe and free. 
The great Plague at Athens never touched

He, that he might fortify himſelf againſt the 
Contagion, was wont to drink a large Draught 
of generous Wine before he went into any of 
the infected Houſes ; and after he had gone his 
round, he drank another ſuch a Glaſs of the 


ſame: At laſt he died at the Caltle of Valling- 


ford, having lain in the ſame Bed with a cer- 
tain Duke. His Method of Cure was on this 
wiſe; if he was called in before any Exanthemata 
or Buboes appeared — he moſt com- 
monly gave Vomits of an Infuſion of Crocus 
Metallorum, ſometimes with Roman Vitriol; at- 
ter the Vomiting was over, he gave Sudorificks,

Countrymen, both Phyficians and Hiſtorians, who 
lived at or near that very time, (Art. 196.) have 
oblerved to us, that it had, during that ſpace 
of time, very long Intermiſſions, and great In- 
tervals of perfect freedom from it, and that in 
ſixty· ſix Years it returned only four times, viz. in 
the Years 1506, 1517, 1528, and 1551, It 
hardly ever continued at one time more *

ſix Months, and ſometimes it laſted not above 
three; it was obſervable, that there always was 
a very wet Seaſon going before it happened.

but [what was moſt remarkable] they were over- 
whelmed with vaſt profuſe Sweats, which ended 
not until the Diſeaſe irſelf terminaced, which was 
in twenty- four hours: for as to thoſe who took 
no care to excite ſuch a Sweat, neglecting Cor- 
dial Medicines, and who, through impatience, 
would not bear the Heat, but expoſe themſelves 
to the cold Air, they died ſuddenly before the 
end of twenty-four hours. Afterwards, when 
the nature of the Diſtemper was better known, 
and they made uſe of Sudorificks, and fortified 
themſelves with Cordials, fewer of them died.

if ſuch a Pain attacks the ſuperior Intercoſtal 
Muſcles, it is called a /purious Pleuriſy. 

Art. 219. In a true Pleuriſy, Blood in large 
Quantity ought timely to be taken off, and that 
by a large Orifice; it will be neceſſary alſo to 
repeat the Bleeding as often as the Urgency of the 
Symptoms may require it; the Rule is to let 
Blood ſo often, until there no longer appears a 
Sizineſs on the top of it. Fomentations and 
Liniments may be uſed externally, For internal 
Uſe, Diluters, Reſolvents, Refrigerants, and Le- 
nients that will aſſuage Pain, are proper; and 
all ſuch things ſhould be taken very warm and 
in great quantities. Sometimes the Part that 
is inflamed, tends to Suppuration, which is to 
be known from the obſtinate Violence of the 
Pain and Fever, Sc. continuing longer than the 
4ih Day; that an Abſceſs is formed, may be 
known by a frequent Shivering, a Remiſſion of 
Pain, Shortneſs of Breath, and the being able to 
lie only on one Side, (which is the Side that 1s 
affected.) When the Abſceſs is broken, the pu- 
rulent Matter falls into the Cavity of the Tho- 
rax, and increaſes by the diſcharge from the 
Ulcer, which occaſions an Empyema, of which 
hereafter. But ſometimes the part affected be- 
comes Scirrhous, with an adheſion of the Lungs 
and Pleura, from whence an Afthma, and dry 
Coughs

Beſides D g5, allo 
Cats, Cocks, Horſes, Mules, Wolves, Oxen, and 
the like ſort of Creatures become mad, and their 
Bitings are venomous, as are alſo the Bites of Men 
when they are enraged with anger. It is to be 
noted, that even the moft ſlight Bite, nay the leaſt 
Touch of Saliva communicated from the mad 
Creature, may occaſion Madneſs in its Time; ſo 
penetrating and malignant is that ſeminal Fer- 
ment. In the long Run of the Diſtemper, the 
Hydrophobia is a Symptom always concomitant. 
There are ſome Examples, though few, of a H- 
drophobia, without the Biting of a mad Creature;

It happens 
oitentimes without any Fever or Inflammation 
preceding it, yea without any great Cough of 
Spitting; it is bred in the Lungs privately, and 
unawares, and ſometimes it does not manifel 
irſclf, before it kills the Perſon. It is conceal: 
(ſays Tulpivs) in the Beginning of its Forms: 
tion in fo clandeſtine a manner, that there 415 
ſcarce any Signs or Marks of it; only there 3

a little Cough, at the firſt dry, after a while 
humid, which having continued for ſome time, 
a Shortneſs of Breath comes on, the Spirits fink, 
and the Body is gradually emaciated, although 
in the mean time there is no ſpitting of Blood; 
but if the Vomica or Abſceſs happens to break 
unawares, the Perſon dies inſtantly. Indeed it 
falls out ſo ſometimes ; but I have known many, 
in whom a Vomica of the Lungs ariſing gra- 
dually, and coming to Maturation, and at Jaſt 
Breaking, who have ſpit up great quantities of 
fœtid Pus, which Spitting has continued for 
many Weeks, nay Months, by the daily Diſ- 
charge whereof, they have been reduced to a 
very feeble and languiſhing Condition:; yet not- 
withſtanding, at length by the help of proper 
Remedies the Ulcer hath been deterged and 
healed, and they have perfectly recovered. The 
Diſtemper itſelf ariſes from an Abſceſs of the 
Lungs, and the Pus that comes from it is al- 
molt always exceedingly fœtid, and in that it 
differs from the Matter which is ſpit up in a 
Peripneumony and Phthiſis. The remote Cauſes 
are unknown, nor can this Diſtemper be diſco- 
vered by any pathognomonick Signs; for which 
reaſon it admits of no Prognoſtick, before it 
diſcovers itſelf by the fatal Blow. 

Art. 542. After a Vomicà is broke, the Me- 
tod of treating it is almoſt the ſame as after 
the Operation for an Empyema, or the Beginning 
of a Phtbiſis; in this cale Aſes Milk is often 
beneficial : J have alſo obſerved that an Iſuue 
made in the Side hath been very advantageous.

of Phyſick, Examples occur of Forms bred in 
the very Ventricles of the Heart, and alſo of 
Stones having been found there. Scirrhous and 
ſuch like Tumors have been found in the Heart. 
Impoſthumations and Abſceſſes, and from them 
ſordid Ulcers have been obſerved to be in the very 
Subſtance of the Heart and its Auricles. It is 
not preſently to be concluded, that all the Diſ- 
tempers-of the Heart are abſolutely mortal ; 
for it appears to the contrary by the Obſerva- 
tion of Bartholomew Cabrollius. I myſelf, (ſays 
he) in the preſence of Rondeletius, in the Diſſec- 
tion of two dead Bodies have ſhewn two things 
of this kind very wonderful: In one of them, 
in the Baſis of the Heart, I diſcovered a Cicatrix 
the breadth of two Fingers in length, tending 
towards the Coronary Veſſels; in the other was

cardium, and the Heart itſelf ulcerated ; and in 
a Man, that died tabid, were found the Peri- 
cardium adhering to the Heart on every Side, 
and part of the Heart itſelf offified for almoſt 
a Finger's breadth.

In the Writings of Phyſi- 
cians it is called Cholica Pictonum, becauſe it is 
moſt frequent at Poi#iersz but in the Iſland of 
Barhadoes it is commonly called The dry Belly- 
ach, Amongſt all the Calamities that afflict 
Mankind, there is no one that torments them 
with ſo much Severity as this Cholick. The 
Miſchief commonly begins in one Point of the 
Belly, and from thence ſpreads itſelf wider; yet 
ſo, that all the Bowels, even from the Pilorus 
to the Anus, ſeem to be drawn to that Place, 
with an exceſs of Torment, as to a common Cen- 
ire of Miſery.

Salt and but little Earth; another fort perhaps 
much Salt, and Earth both; and a third but little 
Salt, and little Earth, and a greater proportion 
af Water; and ſo of the reſt.

There is 
alſo a paler white Urine, of a ſort of milky and 
greyiſh Colour made in Fevers as they are aug- 
menting z which demonſtrares that there is a 
great plenty of putrid matter, and that Nature 1s 
hard ſer z and if the Urine continues for ſome 
time of ſuch a hue, it is a ſign of a long and 
crude Diſtemper. 

Art. 777. A thin watery Urine occurs in ſe- 
yeral Diſtempers; ſuch is ſeen in diſorders of 
the Stomach, and denotes Crudities and Indigeſ- 
tions; the like Urine allo is made by thoſe, who 
labour under a Chlorois, a Cachexy, or Hypocbon- 
driack and Hyſterick Aﬀetftions.

A 
ſort of Cream or unctuous Matter is ſometimes 
ſeen to ſwim on the Urine of phthiſical Perſons, 
but more frequently in hypochondriack Caſes, 
Various Colours appearing on the Surface of 
Urine, reſembling a Peacock's Tail, is very 
often the ſign of the Scurvey. A kind of Fat- 
ne/s, and Jittle Drops of Oil, very conſpicuous 
in the Urine, 1s an appearance we find in thoſe, 
who labour under a Cauſus, or burning Fever, 
alſo in colliquative and hectick Fevers, and in 
Ulcers of the Kidneys, and Aber waſting 
Diſtempers.

Secondly, the Lentor or Viſcidity of the Liquids 
(if there be any) is to be taken away with al- 
kalious Salts, volatile and fixed, alſo with Mercu- 
rials, Antimonials and Medicines prepared from 
Of iam. Thirdly, the Water contained in the Ca- 
vities is to be drawn out, ſometimes by Paracente- 
ſis, (of which Operation, ſee the Place) by ſome 
other diſcharges procured by Art, by Cauſticks, 
T.ancets, &c. (But Hippocrates his Aphoriſm is 
contrary to this Practice, viz. Ulcers in bydropick 
Bodies are not eaſily cured.) Diurelicks, Emelicks are 
very good in this Diſtemper, with Catharticks ; 
Diſſipation is to be endeavoured by the heat of 
a common Fire, of a Stove, a Bagnio, Sand, the 
Sun, Salt, Dung, &c. with a ſtrict abſtinence 
from Drink, and Diet of Bisket-Bread, with a 
little Salt and a moderate quantity of rich Wine.

Nothing gives more caſe or 
relief to hydropical Perſons, than a large 4i/- 
charge by Urine, and that with the leaſt loſs of 
Strength. All Salts are Diuretick, but I prefer 
Nitre before them all, becauſe it quenches Thirſt, 


which 1s a very troubleſome Symptom in this 8 
Diſtemper, and wonderfully tempers the preter- 
natural Heat occaſioned in the Bowels in this 
Caſe.

Art. 813. A certain Apothecary of my ac- 
<< quaintance, of a full and corpul ent Habit, a 
« very ingenious Man, and of good Repute, fell 
« into the Dropſy; his Legs were very much 
&« Swelled, and his Belly began to ſwell like- 
« wiſe, Upon reading the foregoing Section, 
©: he took up a ſtrong Reſolution to abſtain 
from all ſorts of Drink for thirty Days to- 
«« oether; which Reſolution he fulfilled, and by 
e that means was freed from that ſevere Diſ- 
« temper. After a few Years he relapſed into 
the ſame Diſtemper, and placing his confi- 
« dence in the ſame Method of Cure, which he

I believe is known but to very few as yet, 
of che Method of curing ſwelled Legs in 


« Horſes by a Decurtation of their Drinking. 
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This Diſtemper is called by the Fur-zers the 
Greaſe : Horſes troubled with this Diſtemper 
altogether refuſe to lie down, which increaſes 
the Swelling, and renders them very often in- 
curable. The Method of Cure is in ſhort 
thus, He that attends the Cure of the Horſe, 
commonly gives him not above /wo Pints of 
Water to dring Morning and Evening, for ſix 
or eight Days, in which time the Cure is 
performed ; the Tumour of the Legs abates, 
and the Horſe lies down to take his Reſt.”

Abſinth. ſtillat. in 
which Rhubarb hath been macerated, is of ex- 
cellent Uſe to ſtrengthen the Bowels. (The Vir- 
tues of Elaterium are very much commended 
by the Author throughout the whole Diſcourſe, 
and indeed it exceeds all praiſe.) I have 
often given this Remedy with ſucceſs ſcarce 
« credible, The laſt Year, in the Spring-time,

which the Belly indeed is diſtended with Water, 


but then the Water does not fluctuate in the Ca- 
vity of it; but it is contained in a vaſt number 
of little Bladders or Hydatides of various Sizes; 
which Hydatides are nothing elſe but Portions 
of lymphatic Veſſels detached from ſome of the 
Viſcera, where the Lympha hath chanced to 
have been obſtructed. The Form and Fi- 
gure of theſe Hydatides ariſe from the Conſtruc- 
tion of the Lymphaticks, which are furniſhed 
with innumerable Valves, and the Spaces be- 
tween thoſe Valves being filled with the ſtagna- 
ting Lympha, and diſtended more and more un- 
til they drop off, aſſume ſometimes a globular 
Form, or more often a kind of oblong ſpheroi- 
dal Figure: theſe greatly increaſe in number, 
until they fill up the whole Cavity of the Ab- 
domen ; and theſe Hydatides — ſo cleverly 
ſhut up to retain their Contents, that when the 
Body comes to be opened, very little extravaſated 
Lympha or Water is found in it. This Diſtem- 
per happens very frequently in Brutes, eſpecially 
in Sheep, which is called the Bane or Rott, and 
in the Weſt of England, the Coath, There are 
Examples of it in human Bodies in Sennertus, 
Tulpius, and Bartbolinus, &c. That in the French 
Collections de Acad. des Scien. p.215. Anno 


1722, is very curious. 


Art. 8 16. About the Year 1722. Mr. Richard 4 Hiſtory. 


Blinch an eminent Apothecary in Biddiford gave me 
an Account of a young Seaman that was under 
his care for a great Swelling of his Belly, which 
was occaſioned, as he inform'd him, by his 
drinking a great quantity of cold Water, when 
he was 1n a burning Fever. Some means were 
made uſe of, Plaiſters were applied to the Ab- 
domen and Cataplaſms, but he found very little 
Benefit. At length, Mr. Blinch eſpying a place

on the left ſide of the Navel a little more pro- 
minent than the reſt, as he thought, clapt on a 
Cauſtick, by which an Aperture was made, out 
of which a great many Hydatides were diſcharged, 
ſome as big as Hen's Eggs, a few larger and a 
vaſt number of leſſer ones, in all upwards of 
fourſcore; the Man recovered and grew in all 
reſpeCts perfectly well, and continued fo for ſome 
Years, and, for ought I know, is ſtil] living. 

In the Philoſophical Tranſactions, Ne. 350. is 
an Account of a certain Man labouring under 
this ſort of Dropſy, out of whoſe Abdomen, 
opened by Paracenteſis, a great number of theſe 
Hydatides were diſcharged, about ſeven or eight 
thouſand of different figures and ſizes; together 
with theſe alſo a great quantity of a ſort of Jelly- 
like Matter was diſcharged, of a grey and yel- 
lowiſh Colour, a little thicker than the W hite 
of an Egg. See the Place. 


Of a DROPSY of the Peritonzum. 


Art. $17. A Dropſy of the Peritonæum is a 
Collection of Water betwixt the Muſcles of the 
Abdomen and the Peritonzum, eſpecially be- 
twixt the Peritonæum and the Tendons of the 
tranſverſe Muſcles, upon which ſome Authors 
by miſtake, being ignorant of Anatomy, have 
falſely called this Diſtemper a Drop/y of the Du- 
plicature of the Peritoncum. The Tumour of the 
Abdomen in other places pretty equable, is leſs 
prominent about the Navel, by reaſon of the ſtrict 
Adheſion of the Tendons of the Muſcles there 
to the Peritonæum; and this makes the proper 
Diagnoſtick of this Diſtemper, The Water or 
Lympha pent up in that place, and remaining 
there for ſome conſiderable time, corrupts the 


muſcular Fleſh, and in proceſs of time occaſions

confirmed by the Practice both in our own Hoſ- 

itals and at Paris. | 

At. 819. There is a remarkable Account in 
Cheſ-laen's Anatomy, p. 187, Sc. of one labour- 
ing under an Aſcites, who had the Operation of 
the Paracenteſis performed upon him nine and 
twenty times in one Year, and had above ſevent 
Gallons of Water taken from him. The laft 
three Weeks before he died, he was troubled with 
a Rheumatiſm, and frequently with a Bleeding 
at the Noſe, which ſeemed to be the immediate 
Reaſons or Cauſes of his Death ; his Body being 
opened, his Liver was notwithſtanding found very 
lound.

In the dead Bodies of hydropick 
Perſons (ſays Cheſelden) I always obſerved the 
Heart bigger than uſual, and the Fibres of it 
very much relaxed, and the Blood-Veſſels much 
diſtended; and alſo polypous Concretions, ſome- 
times in both Auricles and Ventricles, but moſt 
frequently in the right. 

Art. 824. The Stomach and Bowels being 
duly cleanſed, an Infuſion of Green Tea in Rbe— 
niſh-Wine makes a good Medicine, not only 
diuretick and ſtomachick, but for agitating the 
Blood alſo, and increaſing its Motion.

It appears by the Diſſection q | 
of Bodies dead of a Tympany, that the Sto- 
mach, and the Inteſtines, particularly the great 
Guts, are wonderfully diſtended, and enlarged 
to a very great Bulk ſcarce credible. I have 
frequently obſerved the Cæcum and the Colon as 
thick as a Man's Thigh; I never found the Di- 
menſions of the reſt of the Bowels, contained in wy 
the Abdomen, beyond what was natural. In d 
recent Tympanies I only found a little moiſture 9 
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Of a Tympany. 
in the Cavity of the Abdomen, and in inveterate 
ones not above two or three Pints of Water ; 
the quantity was ſo ſmall, that it could never 
be ſuppoſed to be the Cauſe of the Diſtemper : 
And therefore that monſtrous Bigneſs of the 
Belly muſt be owing to the Inflation of the Sie- 
mach and Inteſtines only. The Stomach and In- 
teſtines may be looked upon as a hollow Muſcle, 
to which the Air included is an Antagonilt. 
The Coats of the Inteftines and the Air within 
are like two elaſtic Bodies, always forcing upon 
one another. As long as theſe two Powers are 
of equal force, the Stomach and Inteſtines alter- 


nately contract themſelves, and dilate, their na- 


tural Dimenſions being preſerved ; and they are 
capable rightly to perform their Offices, as long 
as that Equilibrium continues: But if the Syſtole 
or Contraction of the fides of the Stomach and 
Inteſtines, overpower the elaſtic Force of the 
included Air ; the inteſtinal Tube will be con- 
tracted and narrowed more than uſual : On the 


contrary, if at any time the elaſtic Force of 
the Fibres of the Inteſtines be any way dimi— 


niſhed, the Air within will dilate the Canal too 


much; and the weaker the Elaſticity of the In- 
teſtines is, the greater will their Extenſion be:

in the leaſt corrupted; the Ventricles of the Brain 
ſo very much diſtended, that the cortical and 
medullary Subſtance of it being thruſt out ward, 
was ſcarce two Fingers breadth thick, and in a 
great many places quite divided by the Protru- 
ſion of the Water; the Waters penetrating 
through even to the Meninges, the Blood Vel- 
ſels were lengthened and thicker than ordinary :

time is more viſcid, and ſo is not ſeparated in 


the Glands of the Liver; or becauſe by reaſon 


of the Womb's enlarging itſelf, the Ductus Chole- 
docus may be ſo compreſſed, that the Bile can- 
not paſs ſo readily into the Inteſtines. When 
the Woman comes to be delivered, the Diſtemper 
commonly goes off of its own accord.

provoke Urine in the Jaundice and Dropſy; this 
is ſaid to be a Remedy, that was a long while 
kept as a Secret in the D. of Be-dford's Family. 
Sylvius commends this ſame Medicine, but diſ- 
ſolved in Milk by reaſon of its fixed Salt, and its 
oily Subſtance. And I alſo have tried it; in 
ſome Perſons it had a good effect, but in others 
not. Where acid Humours abound in the Jaun-— 
dice or the Dropſy, I believe this Medicine is pre- 
valent, becauſe ſuch Humours are tempered 
with an acrid fixed Salt, and are by the Sapo ſub- 
dued, and diſcharged by Urine: And on the 
contrary, where acrimonious Humours have the 


preheminence, an acrid Medicine is of no value; 
I fear it rather does harm. 


A MisctLLany of Quotations. 


Art. 848. It may be queſtioned whether a 
Jaundice always proceeds from an Obſtruction 
of Bile, becauſe there is no Bitterneſs in the 
Bloed or Urine cf iCterical Perſons : The Jaun- 
dice alſo may be produced without an Obſtruc- 
tion of the Liver, as Sylvius reſtifies 3 and Ob- 
ſtructions in the Liver do not always produce 
the Jaundice, as E:!tmuller witneſſes. Sometimes 
it is occaſioned by the venomous Bite of ſome 
Animal. The Excrements of icterical Perſons, 
if their Bodies are laid open after they are dead, 


are ſometimes found tinged with a yellow bilious

Birds- Dung. Art. $50, The White Part which is voided 
with the Excrements of Birds, is their Urine, and 
therefore it is good in the Jaundice, which Diſ- 
temper is an Inflation: this White Part of Gooſe- 
Dung being carefully ſcraped off and dried, is an 
approved Remedy for the Jaundice. Liſter. 

Art. 851. In a ſtubborn Jaundice, not giving 
way to common Medicines, by often repeated 
Experience, I recommend Athiops Mineral as a 
moſt powerful Remedy in the Caſe. The Jaundice | 
in its laſt Stage diſcharging Blood by Stool, U- 
rine, through the Skin, by ſpitting, or by drops 
from the Noſe, Sc. is ſcarce ever cured,
